COAL MIXERS' STRIKE. 

Over Three Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
Operatives Affected by It. 

London, July 28. — In accordance with 
the decision of tho miners' federation the 
great strike of English coal miners began 
to-day at a majority of the pits. No dis- 
order was reported from any quarter. 
Something like 350.000 men are directly 
affected by tho strike. The intention of tlio 
mine owners nf the Uoitod Kingdom to 
make a reduction of 25 per eent. in wages 
went into ufLot to-day. and us a result it is 
likely that some 200. 000 miners will quit 
work within the next tweuty-four hours. 
A quarter of a million miners have been re- 
predeuted in the conference which has been 
in progress in London for the past week, 
and the sentiment of the delegates has been 
decidedly hostile to the attitude of the 
o\vner3. 

In anticipation of an intention on the part 
of tho latter to accumulate a large stock in 
order to take advantage of the rise iu prices 
incident to a suspension of operations, the 
conference ordered all miners who hail not 
been notified of a reduction in wages to quit 
work until the 28th, when they might re- 
sume if tho old scale was maintained. Upon 
the question ot the attitude of the gathering 
toward the proposed action, delegates repre- 
senting 200 000 men signified their oppo 
sition. Work has already been suspended 
in a largo number of mines, and it is prob- 
able that the suspension will bo general to- 
morrow except in Northumberland and Dur- 
ham, where tho men are just recovering from 
the tffeots of a protracted lock out, uud 
Cleveland and Cumberland, which aro not 
included in the proposod reduction.

Touonto, July 28.— The Attorney-Gen- 
eral's department has received word that a 
White Oak Indian, named Mitchell Franks, 
is under arroat at Bnicobridge, charged 
W'tb murdering another Indian nnmod 
Louis Noubg, 



PARIS, July 28. — It iB announced that the 
French blockade of tho Siamese coast will 
be put in operation to-day. Fifteen hun- 
dred troops, forming tho foreign legion, are 
ordored to hold themselves in readiness to 
depurt for Sium. 

A local paper publishes a St. Petersburg 
dttpatoh, saying that the Czar has ordered 
Vice Admiral Tirtoff, Commander of the 
Russian Pacific squadron, to proceed to 
Siam with all available speed. It is under- 
stood that Russia intends to remain neutral 
in the French-Sium dispute. 

After a conference between the British 
Ambassador and tho French Foreign Min- 
ister, tho tallowing semi-official statement 
was issued : " It may be taken for granted 
that Franco intends (list to settle the ques- 
tion of the treaty violation aud insult, to 
national dignity created by Slam's attitude. 
France's rule of action will bo not to allow 
any foreign iutetference." 

EUltOKOK, July 28 — Tho eight passed 
quietly, although the native feeling against 
foreigners in the city is strong. There were 
no disorders; anxiety us to the outcome of 
the struggle continues. Tho French gun- 
boats pissed the bar outward from the Me 
nam river last niuht. They will rendezvous 
with other vessels of the Indo-China squad- 
ron, under Admiral Humann, off the Inland 
of Koh-Si Chang, near the head of t lie Gulf 
nf Sium. Trade is at a standstill, and there 
are no merchant vessels in the river. 

Tho Siamese Government still continues 
making every effort to maintain peaco with 
France, aud is encouraged by the events of 
the last twenty-four hours to believe that 
an understanding will be reached shortly. 
The French flug has been hoisted at Koho- 
chan. 

London, July 28. —It is rumored hero 
that there are dissensions in the French cab- 
inet growing out of the troubles in Siam. It, 
is said some ministers aro dissatisfied be- 
cause tho bloekado was not forced with 
more promptness, and they reproach their 
colleagues for recalling the French gunboats 
from Bangkok. Report hus it that the de- 
liberations of the cabinet at Marly le Roy, 
where a council w.iH held because of the pre- 
sence there of President Carnot, have been 
marked by a number of violent scenes. The 
conciliatory attitude of Lord Rosebery, tho 
British foreign minister, is uscribed to his 
knowledge of tho French cabinet dissen- 
sions, and to the assurances he has received 
from French ministers who are in favor of 
using moderation in the treatment of Siam. 

The Central News makes this statement : 
"There is somewhat serious anxiety in poli- 
tical and Government circles unent Siamese 
ufjairs. Mr. Gladstone has, therefore, can 
celled Ids intended visit to Stuart Rendel, 
M.P.,at Batcblands Place, near Guildford. 
Lord Rosebery was closely engaged in the 
Foreign otiice this morning, and this even- 
ieg he is in consultation with Sir H Muc- 
Artney, secretary of the Chinese legation in 
London. 

Official telegrams are exchanged con- 
stantly and special messengers aro traveling 
uninterruptedly between Paris and London. 

General Roberts, recently commander iu 
chief of the army of India, arrived in Glas- 
gow, this afternoon, and inl ended to make 
a tour thence thrwugh the Highlands. Now, 
in response to a special r< quest, he is re- 
turning to London. The Central News sug- 
gests I Int. he has hi en called back to confer 
with Lord Rosebery as to the Siamese affair. 

Sir Edward Grey, parliamentary secre- 
tary of the Foreign Office, in replying to a 
question usked by Sir Ch.rles Dilke in the 
House of Commons to-day, said that the 
question as to the effect on British trade of 
the French blockade of the Siamese coast, was 
being discussed by the Foreign Ollice ofhcials 
and the law officers of the Government. 

London-, July 28.— The Pall Mall Gazette 
last evening said thut it learns from high 
uuthority that the Franco-Siamese difficulty 
hus. been settled. France has agreed to ac- 
cept Slam's proposals and abandon her 
claims to territory between the eighteenth 
and twenty. third parallels. 

The Standard's Paris correspondent also 
gather thu.t M Develle and the Marquis of 
Dufferin have ugreed to a compromise on 
the Siam frontier 

The Pekin correspondent of tho Standard 
suys: " While not likely to attempt to force 
suzerain rights, as Ion,,' as the scene of con- 
flict is limited to tho Mennm and lower Me- 
kong, I can stale positively on the highest 
authority that, China is fully determined to 
uphold her dominion on the upper Mekong." 

In the Lords lust evening, Lord Rosebery 
announced thut he would not make a full 
stateme nt regarding tho Siamese matter un- 
til a report ia received from Lord Dufferin 
in Paris. From tho outset Great Britain 
has confined hersolf to providing for the 
safety of British lives aud interests in Bang- 
kok. It had frcin tho beginning avoided 
giving advice to Siam beyond occasions 
when she usked it, but had urged her to 
make terms as quickly as possible with 
her powerful neighbor. Nevertheless, the 
British Govcrumoat was not indiffer- 
ent to events now passing in Siam. 
Her great commercial interests there 
would he looked after. The blockade might 
raise some questions of international law, 
but Great Britain has not yet been formally 
advised of it, and perhaps that necessity 
might, bo averted. Tho Government was 
glad to believe that France was no lens alive 
than Great liritnin to the valuo of Siamese 
independence, regarding it as a matter of 
import that France and Great Britain should 
not, have coterminous frontiers, because that 
would involve great military expenditures 
and create liability of a panic. In tho Com- 
mons, Sir Edward Grey mado a similar 
statement. 

New SfOBK, July 28 — It has been learned 
through uuihoritativo Russian sources that 
the Russian fleet now at New York is under 
orders co join tho French Mediterranean 
squadron at Toulon. It is also stated that 
three of the Russian warships now here have 
received preparatory orders, which may 
cause them to continue, after reaching Tou- 
lon, to Kant Indian waters. Tho informant, 
when asked if tho orders had any connection 
with the Siumcso imbroglio, professed en- 
tire ignorance, but this ignorance was em- 



phasized by a peculiar shrug of tho shoul- 
ders. The date of sailing will depend upon 
cable orders from St. Petersburg. 

St Johns, Nfld., July 28. — Rurnoro here 
are to the elLct that the Utitish warships 
on this coast *re instructed to be prepared, 
in case of a possible ou'.breuk of hostilities 
between England and Frunco, owing to tho 
Siamese trouble. The conditions are pecu- 
liar in this island. The vexed Fronch ques- 
tion is the cause of continual irritation, and 
tho recent action of the French admiral in 
insulting Gonerul O'Brien and leaving here 
abruptly, is not calculated to improve tho 
friendly feeling. At tho present moment 
two French and two English cruisers ace on 
the French shore, and a third English ship 
is guarding the port. Numerous telegrams 
are passing between tho British vetsels. 
The odicers are non-communicative, but 
admit ihar, they arc deeply interested in tho 
course of ovents.

Suicides in France. 

Paris, July 28 — After an unprecedented 
delay tho Government has issued tho oflicial 
report of the administration of criminal 
justico for the year 1801. Tho delay muy 
possibly be explained by the startling na- 
ture ot certain portions of i's couten s. The 
chapter devoted to tho subject of suicides 
gives tho total number ot ucts of self de- 
struction as 8,180, or 21 tn every 100 000 
inhabitants, an increase of 25 per cent, over 
1881; 78 per cent, of the suicides were male, 
ami hanging was choBeu by over half of tho 
total number. 

Suicide oT nil Indian l-rlnce. 

Brindisi, Italy, July 28. -Tho Mahara- 
j ill Tuitai Braga committed suieidu by 
poison on his arrival hero by Bteamer. The 
supposed cause of tho uct was the theft of a 
casket containing all his jewels and money. 
He was nineteen years old. 

Tlic Solomon Islands Annexed. 

Sydney, July 28 —A dispatch fiom Bris- 
bane Bays Great Britain has annexed tho 
Solomon Islands. 

General Konlllnln Mcnrngicn. 

Panama, July 28 — Telegrams yesterday 
confirmed the report of tho capturo of Man- 
agua, Nicaragua, by the revolutionists. 
There was hard Hghtiug aud great Iobs of 
life on both sides. It is reported that GOO 
Honduras troops, under command of Bo- 
nilla, who lately led the unsuccessful revo- 
lutionary movement in his own country, 
fought with tho troops from Leon. Gen. 
Zavala, with government troops, has gone 
to Granada. 

The Currency Uuesdon. 

London, July 28 — Iu tho Houao of Com- 
mons to day, Sir Wm. Vernon Hurcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, informed Rt. 
Hon. Geo. J. Goschen, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in Lord Salbbury's late ministry, 
who asked a question on the subject, that 
tho telegram directing tho government of 
India to close tho mints iu that country to 
ihefree coinago of silver, did not contain 
insti notions in regard to making gold the 
le^al tender. Tho matter h-d been lefc to 
the discretion of the Indian govt rnment. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



A Victoria Volunteer's Success — Victoria 
Pilotage Kates Reduced.

Ottawa, July 23. — Lieut. Pearso hus 
passed a creditable examination for a long 
course certificate. 

The resolution passed by tho pilotage 
authorities of Victoria and Esqutmalt re- 
ducing the pilotagd rutes to regular lines of 
ocean steamships has been approved by 
Order in Council. 



TO CENSURE COVERNMENT. 

A Motion Iu the Brltiah House of Commons 
Defeated on a Small Vote. 

London, July 2S. — In the House of Com- 
mons, this evening, Builer Lopes, Conserva- 
tive for Grantham, moved that the Govern- 
ment bo censured because they manifested 
no keen sympathy for tho sufferers from tho 
agricultural depression. After a debate of 
three hourB, the motion was defeated by a 
vote of 101 to 137. 

Lightning's latal Work. 

KINGSTON, July 28 — Tho funeral of the 
late John Leacook, of Frankvtlle, killed by 
lightning on Saturday, wus the lurgest ever 
seen in that section. Tho Orange Order 
conducted it. List Saturday Mr. Leacook 
and his second eldest son had been working 
in a hay held at tho south end of the farm 
They saw the Btorm approaching and started 
for home. They hud gone some distance, 
when they saw they could not reach the 
house before the storm overtook them, and 
turned back to take shelter in u barn. They 
had only proceeded a few rods and wero 
turning out of tho lano towurds thebirn, 
when Mr. Leacook was struck. The boy 
was on horseback, about four rods ahead of 
his father, and escaped unhurt, although his 
horse was Bt tinned by the shock and toll on 
his knees. The lightning apparently struck 
Mr. Leacook on the back ot tho head, tho 
hair being iiinged and tho right side of Ihb 
moustache was burned off. His watch chain 
was burned in two, but, strange to Bay, the 
watch did not stop, His boots were fairly 
torn into shreds, and the rails of the fence 
for a long distance were burned aud torn in- 
to fragments. 

QCKREO, July 27. — Lanco-Sergeant 
Arthurs of the Royal Canadian Dragoons, 
aged 10, of Bristol, England, a member of a 
good family, committed suicide by blowing 
out his brains with a ritlo. 



I.nrgc Slccl Works Closed. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 28. — The Bessemer 
steel department of Jones & Laughliu's 
Brownslone mill closed to-day and 500 men 
are idle in consequence. Mr. Jones refuses 
to answer any questions on the subject. 
The men fear a long •snspe'ision. It is re- 
ported that tho department closed on ac- 
count of lack of orders. Another report is 
that the firm have been refusing orders on 
account of the financial scare, preferring to 
shut down rather than take any risks. 



PRESS COMMENT. 



What Some London Papers Say as 
to the Sceiies in Parlia- 
ment. 



The House of Commons Likened to the 
Fieuch and Other Disorderly 
Chambers.

London, July 28.— Much space in tho 
editorial pages of tho Loudon dailies is de- 
voted to-day to commontB on tho fight in 
the Houso of Commons, last evening. 

The Times says : "Mr. Gladstone must 
feel some qualms when ho looks upon tho 
working-out of his latest achievement. The 
suppret-sion of free debate by tho tyrannical 
voto of the mujority is more worthy of the 
French revolutionary convention than of 
tho British House of Commons. It is 
certain to disintegrate and demoralize Par- 
liament. It has inspired tho victorious 
faction, largely compos d of Irish Separat- 
ists, always contemptuously regardless of 
the rules and traditions of Parliamentary 
life, with an insolent passion for trampling 
on and silencing all opponents. It lias goaded 
the minority, deprived of the right to dis- 
cuss a measure involving vast coeatitutioual 
changes into an outburst of angry indigna- 
tion. We regret thut the Opposition took 
notice of the disgruceful insults with 
which Mr, Chamberlain was ui-sailed, 
Tho political manners of the House must 
have been left to serve as an example of 
what would occur in tho Irish Legislature 
should Mr. Gladstone succeed in establish- 
ing that preposterous body." 

The Stuudurd says editorially : "Wo had 
all, without distinction of party, believed 
that diaoider in our Legislature never would 
degenerate to blows. Wo cannot lo"jgek' 
flatter ourselves thus. We must in future 
renounce tho privilego of observing from a 
pinnaolo of conscious dignity, the uffiays in 
tho Colonial assemblies, and the bioilsin 
the French Chamber. The episodo muot 
have been unspeakably painful to Mr. 
Gludstone. His bitterest opponent miiBt 
allow that he has sought to maintain a high 
standard of courtesy and dignity in Parlia- 
ment ; but Mr. Gladstone must be aware 
that tho ignoble seeao was closely connected 
with the chain of causo and tffect of tho 
discredit which he has brought on the House 
of Commons " 

The Daily News (Gladstonian) is opposed 
to tho opinions of the two Conservative 
organB quoted, and gives this view ot the 
trouble: " When the publio learn how this 
disturbance aro.se, thero will bo an universal 
feeling of indignation and regret that the 
most illustrious statesman of the age was ex- 
posed to Btioh inBuita as those flung by Mr. 
Chamberlain. To compare Mr. Gladstone 
with tho impious Herod at the awful 
close of his career, met tho warmest 
approval of the Opposition. To refer to 
Mr. Chamberlain as J udas was an outrage 
not to bo resented with violence It is 
noteworthy that whereas Mr. O'Connor 
apologized, there was no hint of un apology 
or retraction from Mr. Chamberlain, who 
knew and probably intended u 11 that was 
meant by a comparison of tho Priin« Minis- 
ter with Herod. The people of the country 
will resent the insult in a manner which 
his friends regret for the rest of their 
political livcB." 

The Westminster Gazette (Gladstonian) 
says : "The Irish members admittedly wero 
not responsible for the disturbance. Mr. 
Fisher and his friends struck the first blows. 
Sinco the essentially disgraceful element 
was imported by members passing as Eng- 
lish gem lemeu, it. must become, hereafter, 
hypocritical cant of tho highest kind for 
Englishmen to draw comparisons to their 
own supposed exaltation of what the Irish 
Parliament will be like." 

The Pall Mull Gnzetto says : " Every 
Englishman must feel the shame and dis- 
grace. Nevertheless, it cannot bo said that 
tho scene was out of keeping wi'h the whole 
story of tho Home Rule Bill. When Parlia- 
ment has beeu violently ravished of its free- 
dom, it is idle to complain overmuch be- 
cause of its petty quarrels. Mr. Gladstone 
muzzled tho Houbo and rabies set in." 



THE CHOLERA. 



It is Epidemic in Marseilles- Neither Sense 
Nor JitBtlce in the Quarantine 
Arrangements of Greece. 

London, July 2;i. — Dr. Irwin, U.S. sur- 
geon, gave a reporter here un interview to- 
day concerning cholera in Europe. Ho wob 
in Marseilles on July 0, he said, and tho 
cholera was then epidemic there. Ho was 
not aware, however, that cholera was pre- 
valent in Naples, as nothing to thut effect 
was even rumored in Franco. Dr. Irwin 
was quite sure that if cholera hud been pre- 
valent, in Nuples, he would have heard of 
it. Tho recent reports of cholera in Naples 
lie attributed to Greece's dcclnration of a 
quarantine nguiust all ships from Naples, 
—a measure, he said, which showed again 
that thero waa neither senae nor justice in 
the quarantine arrangements of tho Greek 
Government. 

Rome, July 28. — The Tribuna says that 
up to luBt evening there had been 28 caaes 
of cholera and 15 deaths in tho Province of 
Alexandria.

TOE8TAIINSTEB. 

New Westminsteb, July 28.— James 
Taylor and Andrew Osier, agricultural 
commissioners aent out by tho Dundee 
Weekly News and Daily Courier, were in 
the city to day, and leuvo for Vietoriu to- 
morrow. They spent several days in the 
upper part of tho district, studying the 
agricultural capabilities of tho couutry. 

The Westminster and Port Huiiey Freez 
ing Co. will tdiip a carload of tresh salmon 
to New York to morrow, ai d Sunday Port, 
Winch & Co. and the \V. stern Fisheries Co 
will have a carload for the samo destination 
The shipments of fresh salmon to day, in 
small lots, to points as far east as Montreal, 
aggregated four tons. 

Thd salmon catoh, last night, was very 
satisfactory all along the river, tho boatn 
taking from 100 to 300 each. The run was 
good again to day, and tho fishermen ex- 
pect it to be at the best about tho middle of 
noxt week 

Thomas l'j Lulner, general manager of 
tho Vicoria Canning company, was in tho 
city to-d iy, and staled that tho fi-h were 
coining in well, but tho six canneries under 
his management could handle mnre than 
they were receiving. About 2 500 cuses 
had i>eeu put up at each establish meat. 

Olliier Calheok was informed by letter to- 
day that a number of oattla had been de- 
liberately shot at Abbota'ord, this wei k, by 
some person unknown. He leaves for that 
place to-morrow to investigate. 

Archibald McCorvie's pile driver mot 
with an accident yesrerday in Boundary 
Bay. Tho driver was in ton of the tug 
Belle on its way to V\ adham'a cannery ai 
Point KobertB, and when three miles from 
land, from some unknown eau*e, unexpect- 
edly tipped over, and before anything c uld 
be done went to tho bottom. As all hands 
were aboard the tug there were uo casual- 
ties. 

A logger named Jopeph King had a tliril- 
ing una decidedly unpleasant experience ou 
Tuesday. He had been w'orking for some 
time at McKeen'a logging camp, some din- 
tance back of Port Neville, Johnson's 
Straits, but, having decided to leave, was 
paid off and started on foot down the trail 
for Port Neville, where ho intended to tuko 
the first steamer for here. Before leaving 
camp King took tho precaution to conceal 
the greater portion of his money about his 
person, leaving only $40 loose in his 
pockets for travelling expenses. Ho had 
not proceeded very fur when a man named 
James Uraham, also a logger, stepped from 
the bush and presented a Winchester at 
King's head and ordered him to throw up 
his hands. King was unarmed, and prompt- 
ly complied with the request, when Graham 
went through his pockets and relieved him 
of $40. The highwayman then disappeared 
in the bush. King reached the city this 
morning, and reported the robbery to 
officer Calbeck, who will send otticers up by 
the first steamer to effect. Graham' capture, 
if possib'e. Graham, it is believed, has 
made his way further up the coast to one of 
tho remote camps. 

SAN »IMO. 

Nanaimo, July 28.— At the Northfjeld 
miners' meeting yesterday the state of ulfatrs 
was discussed, the majority present express- 
ing an opinion in opposition to the reduction 
in wages, apparently preferring to have tho 
mine closed indefinitely than work for lets 
piy than they had been doing up to six 
weeks ago, when work ceased.

Nelson, July 25. — Harry Herbert, was 
drowned in the upper Columbia river near 
here yesterday.

"AN INJUSTICE " 

To THE EDITOR, — Might I use the columns 
of your paper to bring before tho public 
what I consider an injustice to myself and 
an injustice which any other citizen may 
find himself subjected to at any time. Last 
evening two curds of wood wero delivered 
at my house, corner of Quadra and Pioneer 
streets, and these tho carter deposited at 
tho rear of the premises, pending the re- 
moval into the woodshed, but taking care 
by close packing to occupy as little of the 
public thoroughfure as possible. No sooner 
had he deposited bis loail than a policeman 
was on hand demanding that the wood be 
immediately removed. It was my intention 
that such should be done; but owing to tho 
lateneas of the hour I was unable to secure 
the necessary help. I had engaged a couple 
of men to do the work this morning, hut be- 
fore their arrival another policeman up- 
poured on the scene and threatened mo with 
a summons for obstructing the public 
thoroughfare. 

Now, sir, I hold this to bo a species of 
persecution to any citizen. Quadra street 
is a residential portion of tho city, and why 
I should bo threatened and annoyed because 
a load of wood was allowed to remain oppo- 
site my pretniseH during a few business 
hours of the day, I cannot understand, con- 
sidering that all times many of the business 
streets of tho city are turned into a veritable 
store or show ground by merchants and 
manufacturers. I could instanco aoveral 
thoroughfares in the very heart of tho city 
where the general stock in trade of thoae 
carrying on business is made a public ob- 
struction by being exposed outside tho doors. 
If certain mirohanta and tradesmen cun do 
this with impunity, it seems hard that a 
citizen cannot havo tho temporary use of a 
few yards of public space on which to dump 
a load of wood for a few hours, pending its 
removal to the wood shed.

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S RESOURCES. I 

To the Editok:— Iu my previous letter 
I rofened to tho construction of u new 
transcontinental railway having its terminus 
in Victoria aud owned by on independent 
company as being, in my opinion, the most 
important plank iu tho platform which I 
proposed to suggest to tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment. I reterred incidentally to the 
construction o'f railways through tho Bouth- 
eusteiu part of the Province, bu' I.fiod that 
1 did not mention specifically tho import- 
ance of providing all pans of Vancouver 
Island with railway connection. This was 
an oversight, as it was in my mind to in- 
oludo a road to the Head of the Island as a 
part of the comprehensive proj et which tho 
Government ought to labor to secure. 

The second great feature of government 
policy ought, I suggest, to bo the coloniza- 
tion of tho Provinoe. Railway construction 
will itself tend to increase tho population, 
but if wo are to have a rapid increase we 
must, have an active immigration policy. I 
presume that when tho government asked 
the legislature to consent to a grant of 20,- 
000 acres per mile to tho propostd Canada 
Western railway, the idea was that the p is- 
BOSslon ot ouch a largo domain would make 
it tho interest of the company to seek to 
colonize their lands. Such an idea was, I 
think, entirely reasonable. It was in my opin- 
ion a piece ot admirable policy to bind tho 
capitalists Who would construct tho railway 
so closely and directly to the promotion of the 
settlement of our gruat vacant domain. The 
land giant muse bo utilized before the com- 
pany can nuke a dollar out of their enter- 
prise, aud this of itself is the strongest possi- 
ble guarantee that that colonization must 
be the company's policy. 

I have taken considerable caro to arrive 
at an approximation of the amount ot faun 
iuglaud in this Province. Mr. P . mirier 
estimates that tnere must be fully :l 000 000 
acres i>f such bend in the plateau ot New 
Ca . donia Dr Dvwson says that there are 
1,000 t-quare miles in the Cariboo couutry 
east, of the Fraser. The area in the river 
valleys near the coast will swell the total of 
the arable land north of tho line of 
the Cauudiuu Pacific ' without crossing 
the Rockies or going north of the 
Nechaco valley to at least -1, 000,000 acres. 
When the large area south ol tho Canadian 
Pao.tio is taken into account, and the great 
extent of good land in the Peace River coun- 
try, within this Province, and the by no 
means inconsiderable areas on tho Beverul 
islands are added to it, I am sure that it iB 
within the mark to put tho total ut 10,000,- 
000 acres. The pastoral area must be very 
much greator. It would be d llicult to ar- 
rive at even an approximation of what tho 
Utter is. The urea ot the Province in acres 
is a 1 7 000,000. Let us reject for the unex- 
plored portion lyine to the North, 117.000,- 
000 acres. It is too much, but I want to be 
within the mark in my conclusions. Of the 
remaining 100,000,000 lot us sot 
aside one half as being of too 
great an elevation for farming, or 
pas ursge or as being too heavily timbered. 
This leaves 50,000,000 acres. Of this re- 
mainder I have only estimated that one- 
fitth is fit for farming. Certainly it will 
hardly be claimed that this is too much. 

An area of 10,000 000 acres of farming 
land utilized would imply a population of 
about Ii.000 000 people. I do not pretend 
to say how many people our stock raising, 
if developed to its full capacity, would em 
ploy, or how many persona would be sus- 
tained by our lumber induatrics when the 
demand for tho lumber of tho Northweat 
has fully set iu, or how many would bo sus- 
tained by our gold, silver, iron and coal 
mines, or how many would bo able to muke 
a livelihood from our fisheries, or how many 
would bo engaged in the handling of the 
freight which is bound before many years 
to find its way to our ports from all points 
of the compass. It will, I concede, take 
some time to realize to tho full from any of 
these great resources, but it is not unrea- 
sonable for those now in power in the 
Province to look forward to tho carrying 
out of a policy which will udd a million to 
our population while they aro yet in public 
life. I honestly believe that never was such 
an opportunity presented to any public men 
t\s ia now presented to the Government of 
this Province, Tho time is ripo for an im- 
mediate advance in British Columbia. The 
depression prevailing in money circles ren- 
ders the launching of new enterprises some- 
whut dilficult, but the rich aud varied re- 
sources of our Province will be re- 
garded in any market in tho world as 
good enough security for everything which 
we need as a province to give an impetus to 
our development. It may be necessary for 
tho Province to be w lling to lend its credit 
to a limited degree to more than one enter- 
prise, but wo C:in well afford to do so if we 
can draw some of the pent-up money of Eng- 
land out here for investment. If, just at 
this particular time, when, with the single 
exception of South Africu, development is at 
a standstill, we can send the news out to tho 
world that British Columbia is about to 
enter upon a new era in hor history, and 
that moneyed men havo confidence in the 
greatness of our resources and tho certainty 
ot our future, we would witness an influx of 
population uuch as no part of Canada has 
over seen. 

I am not extravagant in this. I had oc- 
casion not long ago to make a railway 
journey down into Oregon. On the train I 
met a young newspaper man from North 
Dakota. We talked about that State, and 
tho substance of his observations was, that 
between the terrific cold of winter and tho 
heat and the drouth of summer, the people 
were ull ready to leavo if they knew where 
to go to. He added that ho had heard that 
British Columbia was a good place for 
farmers. It is well known that thousands 
of people are ready to leave Kansas, if they 
could only find a place to go to, and tho 
Hamo thing is true of other localities iu tho 
United States. This Province could get 
thousands of emigrants from tile neighbor- 
ing republic, if the peoplo there knew what 
we had to offer them. I know some- 
thing about the people of the Eastern Pro- 
vinces, and leel very. Btiro that it 
would be a comparatively eusy matter to 
draw to our provinoe a largo share of the 
immigration which flows from that part of 
the Dominion every year, I saw in a Sound 
paper the other duy a reference to the rich - 
neaB of the Okanugun country, which lies 
just south of the International Boundary in 
Washington. The advautagoi of tho coun- 
try to tho farmer, the miner and the stock- 
raiser were placed at the very highest point. 
But tho Okanugun country is a small affair 
compared with ureuB iu this Province in 
every way its equal. Tho Okunugan region 
will bo filled up with peoplo as soon us rail- 
waya aro got into it, and so will our splendid 
vacant areas. We can attract a largo amount 
ot tho emigration from Europe if wo sot to 
work about in the right wuy, but the effo, t 
will havo to bu a far-reaching and perBiBtent 
one. Our Government will have to do some- 
thing itself, but it can do more by enlisting 
the uctivo co-operation of some railway 
company which will make a profit out of the 
business and will therefore go into it in a 
busineas-liko way. 

My second plank in the platform of tho 
local administration is, therefore, the foster- 
ing of immigration into the Province. My 
third plank is the maintenance ot a good 
highway road service, but of this I will 
speak in another letter. ONLOOKER.

It. <;. Dnn'a mill Bradstreet'a Report of Iiusi- 
lie ss in the United States and Canada. 

New Yohk, July 28. — R. G. Dun & Co., 
in their weekly review of trade, sny that 
the failures during the past week number 
IISG iu the United States, against 1"1 the 
Same week last year; and 2.'! in Canada, 
against 22 the same week last year. It is 
noteworthy that only threo failures were of 
capital above S200.000 each, and only !)'.) of 
capital over S">,(J()0 each. Over SO banks 
Stopped during the week. Last week the 
failures in the United States numbered 157 
and the previous week .'171. 

New York, July 128 — Bradstreot'a will 
say lo-iiinn »>v : tiencral trade in the Pro- 
vir.ce of Quebec ia only moderately active.

HEN HY OLEWS' (JIRCULATt. 

The Silver Question lias Only a Partial In- 
Iluenco on the Onurse of Affairs. 

New Youk, Juy 22, 1893 —The 6nan- 
cial markets ioa inue disturb' d and ex- 
cited. So far as rtspectB money, there has 
been some improvement: but it has boon 
rather in the spirit ■ prevailing among the 
banks than in any increase in the funds 
availablo for loaus or discounts. From some 
points, currency has been flowing inward ; 
but the new disturbances at Denver, Kansas 
City and St. L uia have caused outward re- 
mittances that have probably offset those 
gains. The banks, hoivever, are confident 
of their ability to control the situation and 
remain expectant of un early turn ia the 
current of affairs They attach no 
serious importance to the trouble am mg 
the far Western small bunks, as it ia 
found that theso insiitutions aro generally 
in a aound condition and muy be expected 
to resume payment so soon as the temporary 
panic among depositors subsides. The 
" run " on the Denver banks appears to be 
ohiefly due ro the exciting harauguea of cer- 
tain local demagogues and silver fanatics, 
aud therefore muac subside on the sobor 
Becond thought ; whilo there will remain 
tho advantage of its weakening tho pro- 
silver element in Congress during the com- 
ing debate on the Sherman Act. The silver 
states are having a tasto of tho fruits of 
thoir policy and will henceforth bettor un- 
derstand what that policy meaus. 

Tho Btock market has been unsettled and 
widoly fluctuating. Tho "bears" have 
summoni d their whole force of attack, em- 
ploying every resource of rumor aud canard, 
aud assailing almost every important stock 
on tho list in detail. \\ ith allies in Lou- 
don, they have also attacked our securities 
in tho transatlantic markets, causing heavy 
declines there and London sides in this city. 
Thoir forces have been handled iu concert 
and with great (kill, and some heavy de- 
clines have re ulitd from largo "short" 
sales, from which, however, there have 
been quick recoveries upon purchases to 
cover the salts. The unsettled condition of 
the London market and tho bank I roubles iu 
the West have encouraged the " bear" side, 
and that they have not made a deeper im- 
pression on tho market is clear evi- 
donee of its intrinsic strength. Pur- 
chases for investment aro certainly on the 
increase, and hoarded money is gradually 
being turned into tho dividend paying 
stocks. 

Quotations arc low enough to justify large 
marginal purchases, but tho dillioulty of 
borrowing money on time at present pre- 
cludes such operations on any considerable 
scale. The experience of tho past week, 
however, den onstratca the ability of holders 
of the leading railroad stocks to protect 
their interests and the " beats " may find it 
prudent to moderate polling that brings no 
profit. Tho general couditions uffecting tho 
market admit the hope of a favorable turn 
in affairs. Although general business is 
still suffering, it ia rather however 
from apprehension than from any 
general unsound condition of affairs. 
The number of failures has been 
few compared with the radical nature 
of the disturbance, aud those that have hap- 
pened have shown an entirely exceptional 
ratio of assets to liabilities. As a rule, 
there is no serious distrust among banks 
against commercial paper; tho restraints on 
discounts are due to the d lliculty of keep- 
ing up the reserves to the legal limit; and 
when the scare sub-odes and the now hoard- 
ed money begins to flow rapidly back into 
the banks, there will be no difficulty in tho 
mercantile community getting all the ac- 
commodation needed, and Wall Btreet will 
then git plenty of time money also. 

Tho new troubles among the Western 
banks have, tor i be time being, put a stop to 
tho reflux of currency that set in some ten 
dava ago; but, in the absence of new out- 
breaks of that character, the movement 
may be expected to reappear. It is the 
natural course for such a disturbance as we 
are now experiencing to bo followed by a 
lull, in which currency accumulates in the 
banks and a period of extreme ease in 
money sets in. We seem to be now verging 
upon that turn in affairs, and all that is 
needful to its appearing is a cessation of 
startling accidents. The one thing, outside 
of tie needful silver legislation, that 
would, nbove all others, hasten this 
recuperative movement would be tho 
return to tho banks of the many millions of 
money now being hoarded by tho savings 
banks and other institutions. The con- 
tinued retention of this money from bank 
ing use tends tofost°rdistrust, anditprevents 
tho banks from assuming a position of 
strength that would put a new face on the 
situation. It, is purely a blind and selfish 
timidity that is keeping this money from 
uao and thereby crippling tho binking re- 
aources upon which tho whole country is 
directly or indirectly dependent. Do not 
the administrators of these funds think it 
time they relaxed their paralyzing grasp ? 

The silver question haB now but a partial 
influence upon the course of affairs, for the 
• reason that it is taken for granted that all 
danger from that source will be eliminated 
by the early actiqn of Congress upon the 
Sherman Act. It., begins, however to bo 
more clearly appreciated that, following 
that action, something should bo promptly 
dono to give greater elasticity to our bank 
circulation. With a view to that end, I re- 
cently suggested to the Comptroller of the 
Currency lliat the National Hanking laws 
should be so amended as to admit of 
notes being issued up to the full p'ir 
amount of the bonds deposited ; 
and that also tho banks should be 
permitted to bsuo a further amount of 
circulation up to 75 per cent, of their sur- 
plus. The surplus funds over capital of all 
the National hanks I find now amount to 
about $230,000,000; which would admit of 
issues of notes aggregating $172,000,000; 
which, added to the inereaso that would 
come from the 01 her suggested source, would 
permit an inceasu of close upon $200,000,- 
000 in our National bank circulation. Tho 
bucking of ihese notes in cash or its equiva- 
lents would constitute the most solid kind 
of security, especially as the funds would 
be placed under the custody of tho Comp 
troller of Currency.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

An Improved Feeling Manifested— No Failures 
Announced— Course of tho Market. 

New Yonic, July 28.— Tho stock market 
opened with a sharp rise in prieea, partly in 
sympathy with the improvement at London 
and continued purchases for investment for 
foreign ind domestic accounts Tho rise 
was equal to J to 2 per cent, in many in- 
stances, but was subsequently lost under 
sales to realize profits as well as offerings 
by tho room traders, who aeeni loth to desert 
the short side. The only real sensation of 
tho day was furnished by General Electric, 
which broko duringtheaftornoonto:il.|, ude- 
clinoof 14 1 points from the top figure. All sorts 
of rumors were current to account for 
the break, it being said that tho dividond 
payable August 1 wouid bo withheld from 
the stockholders, and the money applied to 
the liquidations of pressing liabilities, also 
that an application for tho appointment of 
receivers for the company was to bo made 
immediately. The directors held a pro- 
tracted session, and it was officially an- 
nounced, long after tho closo of business, 
that it had been decided to offer certain so- 
curitica in the company's treasury to tho 
stockholders fo." the purpose of liquidating 
the floating debt of §4,000,000. Seventy 
per cent, of this amount has already been 
under-written by friends of tho company. 
The sharp break in General Electric, while 
it led to rumors of probablo fail- 
ures, did not occasion any alarm 
among holders of other securities, 
and, although the market yielded as 
matter of course the decline outside was by 
no means heavy. There was comparatively 
littlo excitement, and in tho late transac- 
tions (leueral Electric rallied 5 and other 
stocks j to II per cent. The fact that de- 
livery hour passed without any suspension 
on tho Exchange marked a lit tle more confi- 
dence on tho part of operators, na did also 
the decidedly easier rates for money on call. 
The transactions uggregated 1178, S80 shares, 
of which ,'16,212 wt.ro unlisted. Tho mar- 
ket clnBed steady in tone. Closing bids : 
Canadian Pacific, GO ; Central Pacific, 1HK ; 
Wells, Furgo, 125 ; Great Northern, pfd., 
102; Missouri Pacific, 20}; Northern Pacific,

CANJNOT BE RAISED. 

The Salvage Association of (ireat Hrltaln Say 
11. M.S. " Victoria" Must Kemuiii 
Where She Is. 

LONDON, July 28. — The officials of the 
Royal Navy have for some time been con- 
sidering tue possibility of raising tho hull 
of the ill-fated Victoria, which sank in tho 
eastern end of tho Mediterranean Sea near 
Tripoli, on Juno 22 It now seems that tho 
situation could not havo been fully under- 
stood when the inquiries were instituted, as 
the report of the Salvage Association of 
Great Britain holds that the feat is simply 
impossible. The document is issued on the 
authority of C. A. Crafer, secretary of the 
association, and Capt, Stephen Jerran, of the 
Royal Naval reserve. Among other state- 
ments, the report says that the vessel 
lies too deep. Referring to the proposal of 
a Frenchman to build a craft to go under 
the water to raise her, they say that such a 
plan is too visionary to bo seriously con- 
sidered. The depth is too great for any- 
thing with life to stand the pressure, The 
greatest depth yet reached was twenty-live 
fathoms, and that cost the diver his lifo. It 
was a vessel lost in the Canaries which 
carried §500,000 in specie, §100,000 of 
which was saved. Tho association is now 
looking for a diver who will go down twen- 
ty-three fathoms, but haB so far been un- 
able to do so, notwithstanding that a liberal 
percentage of the $90,000 in the wrecked 
vessel has been offered as a roward. The 
Victoria lies in seventy fathoms, where tho 
pressure is equal to that of ten atmospheres, 
or enough to crush anything short of a solid 
piece of metal, to say nothing of a human 
body clad only in a diving suit.

NO RESPONSE. 

Aa wo fully expected, our demand for 
facts to substantiate tho sneaking accusa- 
tions of the Times against the School 
Trustees, is replied to in its usual school-boy 
fashion. It believes that to be cheeky and 
impudent is the best anil indeed the only 
way to substantiate tho accusations it 
makes. It refers us to the letters which we 
have published for tho facta necessary to 
prove that the Trustees were not actuated 
by a desire to serve the public in tho choice 
of a site for tho South Ward school and iu 
the selection of the architects' plans. There 
ara no audi facts in those loiters. The 
writers believe that the Bite chosen by the 
Trustees is cot a good one, but they do not 
attempt to show, by any fact, that the 
Trustees were actuated by improper mo- 
tives in selecting it. We need not inform 
our readers that it is one thing to make 
a mistake in the performance of one's 
duty and quite another to do wrong in- 
tentionally from some private consideration 
or from some improper motive. This latter 
is the accusation of our contemporary. If 
it had merely said that the Trustees hud 
selected a bad site or an inferior plan, we 
would not have noticed its criticism, for the 
simple reason that we have not a sullioieut 
knowledge of the sito or the plana to form 
an intelligent opinion on the decisions of 
the Tiujtees. We have a suspicion, too, 
that many of their critics are very much in 
the same position. It was the business of 
the Trustees to make tho selection, and it 
is only fair to them to presume thut they 
did their duty honestly and to tho best of 
their ability. We have no sympathy with 
those who are ready to attribute all sorts of 
evil motives to thoao who differ with them 
in opinion or of whose action they do not 
approve. When, therefore, the Times tried 
to create the impression that tho Trustees 
had some private and hidden object in 
making the selections they did, wo consid- 
ered that it; was acting unfairly and we 
asked it for the proof. But the Times had 
no proof to adduce. It in effect admits 
that it, without any grounds on which to 
base its imputations, tried to injure the re- 
putation of tho School Trustees. Is this 
honest journalism '.' 

HUMILIATING. 

The scene which took place in the British 
Houso of Commons on Thursday was most 
humiliating Native Britons, and men of 
British extraction, are proud of the British 
Houso of Commons, They know it to bo 
the greatest aa well as the oldest delibera- 
tive body in existence. Governments iu 
other countries have been reorganized 
and constitutions have been changed, but 
the British Mouse of Commons has gone on 
doing its work in tho good old way. It has 
aoen tho wreck of many legislatures), rjut it 
has remained in an ago of revolutions un- 
changed. It baa maintained its power, its 
dignity, and its vigor. It is vonerublo, 
but it has not yet shown any Bign of tho 
weakness or the decrepit tide of old ago. It 
was, wo &ay, humiliating to see this really 
nugutt body forgetting itself, and giving 
way to a lit of blind passion. No possible 
good could conic of Buch an exhibition aa 
was witnessed in tho HouBe of Commons. 
Ho causo was farthered by tho violence of 
the members. It is folly to say thut aomo 
wcro to blame and not others. 
All were to blame. No provocation 
could bo great enough to causo the membors 
to forget that they formed the groat council 
of a great nation, and that, thoy wore de- 
liberating upon one of the most important 
matters that ever came before that great 
council. We have no doubt that many of 
those who wcro participants in tho disgrace- 
ful disturbance are now heartily ashamed of 
themselves and bitterly regret the weakness 
that caused them to bring reproach, not on 



themselves, but on the Parliament of Great 
Britain. Itiogroatly to be hoped that the ncene, 
which tho who!" nation must deplore, will 
have tho elfeot of causing members of Parlia- 
nt to bo more careful in the future to pre- 
serve tho amenities and tho decencies of de- 
hate. If reflection will show them tho 
danger and tho folly of continuing practices 
which are not in themselves harmful except 
in so far us they are calculated to provoke 
displays of paision that iu such A place 
are racBt unseemly, tho deplorable dis- 
turbance may not be irretrievably bad. 
Tho Parliament of Great Britain oc- 
cupies a very high place in the 
respect and indeed the affection of every 
lover of liriiiah liberty, and anything that 
tends to lower that respect and to lessen 
that affection cannot bo regarded as any- 
thing short of a national misfortune. 

THE WINNIPEG FAIR. 

Wo arc glad to see that the Winnipeg 
summer fair, was financially, and as fur ns 
the number of visitors wore concerned, a 
complete success. There were, notwith- 
standing, defects in tho exhibition which 
detracted from both its usefulness and its 
attractiveness. These are pointed out in tho 
following ex' ract from the Tribune of that 
city. 1l is to be hoped that the mistake 
made at Winnipeg will not bo repeated 
here. It can be very easily avoided and 
we trust thut those who ought to be exhibi- 
tors and who will profit by a successful ex- 
hibition will see to it that it will bo avoided. 

Winnipeg und tho exhibition directors 
have great reason to rejoice over the kUCOSSS 
of the third Industrial Exhibition, which 
came <o such a satisfactory termination 
Saturday evening. That the exhibition 
was the doauclal success it proved to be, 
was duo largely to the ideal weath«-r that 
prevailed throughout the week, anil to tho 
excellent programme if sports,' which the 
directors had provided, and which was kepi 
upwi'tiHuoh spirit throughout the week 
Aa an Industrial Exhib torn, the fair may, 
without, tnincing matter*, ho said to have 
been a failure. It wns in no aense the equal 
of the exhibit of former years. The show- 
ing of live stock was excellent, but iu no 
other branch can the show ho said to have 
been anything liko up to the maik In 
deed, had it not been for the earnest, efforts 
of the directors at tho lust moment, the 
main building, which should always ho iho 
great centre of attraction, would have pre- 
sented a vacant appearance, greatly to the 
detriment of the show. As it was, thia 
building wus fur from being up to tho mark 
of former years. It was, however, to some 
extent redeemed by a few excellent displays 
of local exhibitors. Now, some one is to 
blame for this atutc of affairs, und U u im 
portant that tho responsdnLty be placed 
where it belongB, in order that a repetition 
in future years may be- avoided. 

AMERICAN LYN CHINOS. 

The frequent aud barbarouB lyDchings 
that are committed in the United States 
mtiBt bo disheartening to every lover of good 
government iu that country. These crimes 
show that there is a largo element in the 
population which is not many degrees re- 
moved from barbarism'. Well-disposed 
Americans deplore these acts of barbarity 
nod lawlessness, und protest against them, 
but their influence seems to have no effect. 
Crimes of thia kind are increasing. Their 
frtquent perpetratii u shows that not only is 
the Government much weaker than that of 
a civilized aountry ought to be, but that tl e 
moral state of the people is in a dangerously 
low condition. "When neither public 
sentiment of a community," says the New 
York Herald, " condemns lynch law, nor 
the official authorities make uny attempt to 
punish it, mobs may bo expected tortaort 
to savage violence whenever they 
choose to do bo." But what is tho 
moral state of a community when 
its public sentiment does not condemn lynch 
law? Is not this low and unhealthy Btuto 
of public opinion at the bottom of the 
terrible and d if graceful outrages that we 
are constantly reading about in the Ameri- 
can newspapers ? Are not tho outrages on 
outward and visible sign of a deep-seated 
disease in tho body politic? 

It is a matter of surprise to some that so 
many Canadians are bitterly averse to politi 
cal union with the United States. We do 
not think thut ono of the causes of the dis- 
like to annexation among Canudians is far 
to seek. Of course loyalty to Groat Britain 
prevents many of them from entertaining 
the idea of annexation for a moment, but 
apart from that Cai.o.'iuns, who are a law- 
respecting and a law-abiding people, huvo 
no desire to unite with a country in which 
the mob is so frequently supreme. Not only 
are thoy appalled by tho accounts of mob 
tyranny which they reud, but they feel that 
it would be most unplcusant to livo 
in a country which is pervaded by tho 
spirit which produces such dreudful crimes 
as these lynchings are. It can bo easily un- 
derstood that the lynchings are not the only 
fruit of this spirit of revenge and lawless- 
ness. It iiitiBt. und it docs show itself in a 
thousand ways most disagreeable to men 
who like to live quiet, peuceublo livea, and 
who set a high value on true freedom. 
Thoughtful Canadians know thut truo free- 
dom cannot exist ia a community in which 
tho mob considers itself supreme, and in 
which it is continually in one way and 
another asserting ita supremnoy. 

DELTA LANDS. 

Before leaving for tho East, tho Honor- 
able Mr. Daly, accompanied by his Deputy, 
Mr. Hurgeas, paid a visit to the Pitt Mead- 
ows now being reclaimed by tho B.C. Drain- 
age & Dyking Co. 

Few, perhaps, of our renders uro aware 
that what is known as the Pitt Meadows 



wus vigorously prosecuted, and to-day 
there is room for sixty families to settle and 
earn a good living within tho massive dykes 
constructed by the company. 

After viewing tho reclaimed land, three 
or four feet below tho lovol of tho water on 
tho surrounding prairies, but dry und cov- 
ered with a luxuriant crop of gruss, Mr. 
Daly remarked that ho could not suliicient- 
ly uilniirc the pluck und ability 
of tho men who invested their means 
und devoted their energies to such 
an undertaking; ami that the old saying that 
ho who mudo two blades of grass grow where 
one grow before, wus a benefactor of tho 
human ruoe, was a very true one. 

It ia such works as these, from which the 
Province at lurge derives moro benefit thun 
their promoters, thut will help to pla^e 
British Columbia in tho front rank ; and the 
example of the projectors of theao extensive 
works who have reclaimed the first two and 
most costly sections successfully, while re- 
lusing to listen to the frequent dismul pre- 
dictions of failure, may well encourago 
those wdio are desirous of cunying out 
similur works. Wo heartily wish tho B C. 
Drainage and Dyking Company the succeaa 
which wo are sure they deserve, and truat 
tho day is not far distant when the re- 
mainder of their lands, now a lako during 
tho summer mouths, will bo converted into 
thriving farms

ACCIOEN rAfDROWNlNG. 

An Unfortunate Fatality Up the E. k X. Line- 
No Inquest to bo Held. 

Word was brought to thia city last even- 
ing, of an unfor 1 Uoat.o drowning accident up 
the line of the F & N. railway yesterday, 
in which George Morrison, who lives next 
to the Jewiah Synagogue, loat his life. The 
particulars, as furnished to tho Provincial 
police lust evening, ure ua follows : Tho tie 
ceaaed, George Morriaon, and 0. Chialet, 
who lives at 1S1 Chatham street, ami 
1'homaa Jells, of Cedar Hill road, went out 
vesterday morning, to pick blackberries 
"alone- the line of the E & N railway. Our 
ing tho forenoon they came to a small pond 
near Fitzgerald's camp, section No. .'1, and 
here, alter picking around for a while, 
Morrison expressed a wish to go in 
for a swim. His companions, however, 
did not core about going in the 
water and Jelfs went uwny a short distance. 
Chialet wuited, and while he was there 
Morrison went into the pool and was seen 
bathing himself. Chislet then went into 
the brush a short distance, and in less than 
live minutes heard cries for help and ran to- 
wards the pool, where he saw Morrison out 
of hiB depth. Ho sank in eight feet ot 
water, and his body waa seen ijuite plainly 
on tho bottom, though Chialet was ufraid to 
go in for him, us he coultl not swim. About 
this timo Jelfs, uttruoted by tho cries, re 
turned, und they decided not to take the 
body out, but to r. port to the police. The 
officials it Duncan wero notified, and when 
Jelf roturued to Victoria he told 
of tho occurrence. Tho body will be 
recovered to-duy und buried at 
Duncan, unless somo of the friends of the 
deceased claim it. There is -o need of an 
inquest, as with what information at pre- 
sent available, thero can be no suspicion of 
foul play or culpable nogligenco on tho part 
of thoae who wero present. 

Morrison was not well known in Victoria, 
and at tho late hour last night the informs 
tion was received, it was impossible to ob 
fain any definite news ua to his family. He 
is said to be a compuritivo stranger in the 
city, und baa few frienda here.

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

A Heavy and Destructive Windstorm— Hon. 
Frank Smith In the Pralrlo City— 
The Crops. 

Winnipeg, Man., July 2S — (Special )- 
Another heavy wind Btorm struck the city 
ut two a.m. to-day und knocked down many 
signs. Several buildings were unroofed, 
but no casualties occurred. It waa one of 
worst BtormS along tho lino for 
years, doing considerable dumugo to 
crops and property. At Westbourne, 
Gladstone, Arden. and Shoal Lake, almost 
all tho window glass was broken by the 
hail. A windmill at Westbourne was blown 
down, Tho Presbyterian church at Glad- 
stone was destroyed, and tho Prcsby teriau 
church ut Qoldatroam moved 12 feet from 
its foundations. 

Hon. Frank Smith, President of tho 
Council, arrived to day from Toronto. Ho 
occupies another Presidency, that of the 
London and Ontario Investment Co. , aud ia 
hero with Major Crosby to look after its in- 
lerests. He waa uaked if there waa any 
truth in the report that the purty are afraid 
of Sir John Thompson continuing at tho 
holm, aud that Sir Ohurlea Tupper ia being 
induced to assume command. He replied : 
" No, I don't believe in it at all. Tno ob- 
jection of a few uarrowmiuded people 
to Sir John's religion ia a aniall 
und insignificant one. Sir John ia u 
strong man and Ima tho confidence of tho 
party. I don't think be will bo displaced 
by Sir Charles Tupper or that there is any 
truth in the rumor." 

Tho Police Court was again crowded to- 
day, George Riley and Jos. Leblano being 
tried for tho murder of John Wilapn on 
Friday, the 2 1st inst.

The committ 
will endeavor to have every country and de- 
pendency ol Queen Victoria's empire now 
represented iu Chicago, in tho lino of pro- 
cession, and the exposition will be drawn 
upon to furnish its quota, including the in- 
habitants of the streets of Cairo, the 
Bedouins, the Soudanese and the men from 
India. The attaches of the various British 
and colonial legations and exhibitors will 
participate. 

The daily rows that take place in the 
Board of Lady Managers contiuuo with in- 
creasing intensity, and a source of consider 
able amusement to the visitors attracted to 
the Bcssi'ins of the Board by those disturb 
ances.

There is a cotton challis as light as 
cheesecloth in texture, and yet. it is fine 
and sheer, and it comes in all tho most 
delicate shades, of which tho pale helio- 
trope, ashes of roses and old rose aro tho 
most popular. Those when neatly made 
with a lit tie lace and a bit of ribbon as a 
finish are among thw very prettiest of the 
warm day frocks, and they wash beauti- 
fully. 

Next to them in softness and delicacy 
come the satin stripe zephyrs. There is 
a new design for these called street helio- 
trope, where the foundation color is he- 
liotrope in its new shade with cream sat- 
in stripes. These, stripes are nob really 
satin, but a wave of sea island cotton in 
sateen surface, but they buve all the lus- 
ter of satin. Such a dress was sent homo 
to a young lady last week, and it is a vis- 
ion of beauty — when the wearer is in it. 
The shirt is plain gathered and has three 
rows of heliotropo satin ribbon around 
it. Tho waist is the pretty new blouse 
French waist, and three rows of ribbon 
fastened under small rosettes define the 
waist, and three more are around the 
lower arm.

eral shades of rusty greens. The same 
trimming was put on the Eton jacket 
on the collar and across tho bust. There 
wero deep caps to tho ono piece gigot 
sleeves, and these wero covered with tho 
same design of embroidery. The wrin- 
kled belt was of green satin of an almost 
russet color. This whole drcsw can be 
washed like calico by ripping off tho 
trimming. 

The most of the ladies who make up 
wash dresses endeavor to havo them so 
trimmed that they need not bo undone 
to he washed, but sometimes it seems 
that it has to he done. When it is done, 
tho trimming being likely to fade, it is 
well to plunge the garment into strong 
salt water and leave it there all night, 
rinsing it in the morning through t wo or 
threo waters before washing it. No soap 
should 1)0 rubbed directly upon the gar- 
ment, and any goods of delicate color 
should be dried in the shade, 

There is a now silk called muacovite, 
which has a very solid though fine body, 
with small bouquets of tiny flowers in 
tho watteau patterns. Tho grounds to 
this style of silk aro always in some 
soft neutral tint, of which a silvery 
green is one of tho prettiest and sago 
green next. 

Some of tho heliotropes shade off into 
true mauve, and this hy gaslight appears 
to bo a delicato rose leaf pink, and one of 
tho most exquisite littlo frocks of the 
season was made of n heliotrope India 
wool which was striped with silk, and 
this stripe was crinkled like crape.

An Institution Killed by Influence. Instead 
of Force. 

The visitor to the littlo towr of Sher- 
born, Mass., eight miles from South 
Franhngham, can see thogroupof build- 
ings known as tho Reformatory Prison 
For Women. It is a stato prison and 
was opened in 1878. At first it was con- 
sidered a great experiment, the plan of 
putting female criminals under reforma- 
tory inst ead of prison influence, hut time 
soon proved that tho experiment was 
successful, and the institution i.s flourish- 
ing in everything but tho number of its 
inmates. That has fallen off sinco the 
first year, a fact that is t he best proof of 
its efficiency. The average number of 
prisoners for the first 10 months was 
about 3(1."), and tho largest number there 
at any time during that year was -1ST. 
Now there are less than 300, and by the 
record in the last report there were last 
fall exactly 293 inmates. 

Tho specially unique feature of the 
prison is that it is entirely oflicered by 
women. Men aro employed as engi- 
neers, carpenters, watchmen, firemen, 
farmers and gardeners, and there is one 
electrician, tho buildings being lighted 
by electricity, but every person directly 
in chargo of tho prisoners is a woman. 
There is a superintendent, a physician 
and a chaplain, and tho rest aro matrons 
and deputy matrons or assistant ma- 
trons. Tho word "keeper"' is not used 
at Sherborn prison. Prisoners are sent 
there for various terms, none less than a 
year. At first short sentence prisoners 
wero received, but it was found that at 
least a year was needed for tho reforma- 
tory influences to make much impres- 
sion, and as that was tho main object of 
tho whole plan tho time was increased. 
The crimes committed aro many, classi- 
fied under three heads— offenses (I) 
against person or property, (:.') against 
Chastity, (3) against public order. 

Good order is maintained not hy 
force, but by influence. 

Among the blue gowned women aro all 
sorts of faces — blank, vicious, stolid, 
brutal and bright. All have tho look 
that time spent in such a healthful rou- 
tine, away from vice, must give. Many 
seem hopelessly bad, but in many are seen 
t ho signs of an awakening and ft change. 
These aro tho ones that will not couio 
back again when once out, because they 
havo permanently reformed. There is 
an organ on tho chapel platform, and 
when all aro seated a hymn is given out. 
and some one plays. Each prisoner has 
a cop3" of gospel hymns containing words 
only, and many join in the hymn. Tho 
reading of the Scripture and tho Lord's 
prayer concludes tho chapel service. 

When a prisoner is sent to Sherborn. 
sho i.s not allowed to mingle with other 
prisoners for awhile. Sho is given work 
alono and sees only the kindly, refined 
women who aro her keepers and is grad- 
ually instructed in the rules of the pris- 
on. Sho is made to feel that those in 
charge aro anxious to help her turn over 
a new leaf even in prison and that tho 
tinio sho must remain and tho advan- 
tages she can havo depend upon her con- 
duct. There aro four grades of prison- 
ers. Grade 1 is the lowest. Entering 
prisoners aro put in grade 2 to work 
their way up or down. In grade 1 they 
have cells; in the upper grades neat 
rooms. 

Ten credit marks aro given each week 
To a well behaved prisoner. By tho law 
every such prisoner has three days com- 
muted from a month's sentence, and 10 
demerits will cancel one of tho days com- 
muted. Of course most of the prisoners 
tr-y to behave. The merit marks also ef- 
fect promotion to higher grades, and a 
rule that the women know well is "tho 
higher the grade tho greater the privi- 
leges." Those in grade 4 aro allowed 
lights in their rooms evenings. At tho 
end of tho first month a new prisoner is 
allowed to mingle with tho rest while at 
work. The women do all kinds of plain 
needlework — especially sbirtmaking — 
laundry work, chair caning, domestic 
work, etc. There is a farm connected 
with tho prison, and the best behaved 

Srisouers aro allowed to do farm and 
airy work. All tho products not need- 
ed there aio sold. 

A class for illiterates is held an hour 
each day. It aims to teach women to 
read in tho hope that they will bo more 
likely to stay off tho street when out of 
prison. There is a good library for tho 
use of prisoners. 

Chapel exercises take placo ever3' day, 
and on Sundays there aro regular serv- 
ices, both Catholic and Protestant. 
There aro often christenings of children 
taken to the prison with their mothers 
or born there, and occasionally a burial 
service. 

Tho women's hair is not cut, but tliey 
are required to keep it neat. Their 
dresses aro of bluo gingham, a differ- 
ence in tho check being noticeable be- 
tween different grades, In winter they 
wear shoulder shawls, but no collars or 
any sign of ornament,

DENVER'S LYNCHING. 

An Immense Crowd of Idle Vvorklngmen 
Ready for Almost Anything. 

Dexver, Col., July 27.— -Tho lynching of 
the Italian, Arata, last night, has shown 
that an immense crowd of idle workmon 
aro at prcHent in Denver and what can bo 
accomplished hy violtnco, and there ia i\ 
dread in the minds of numy citizens that a 
riot of enormous size, having for its purpose 
tho looting of tho city, may break out at 
any time. Tho thousands of unemployed 
workmen already hero are heing augmented 
daily by others froni throue.huotthe statewho 
aro gradually working their Way to Denver. 
The county and city -nd numerous charity 
organizations are doing their best to feed and 
shelter thegroat army of penniless pontile, but 
uru incapable of meeting all demands. The 
hunks of tho city havo called upou United 
States tioops at Eort Logan, of which 
thero ure 700, to ho ready to protect their 
institutions in cuso of an outbreak. Some 
of tlio banko are United States depositories 
and they havo a right to ank the govern- 
ment, fur protection. Members of the state 
militia und ChulFeo li^ht artillery uro now 
under arms ut tho Armory awaiting do- 
velopmeuts' Mayor Van Horn has issued a 
proclamation requesting all good citizens 
not to oougregato on tho streets aa it may 
lead to an outbreuk. 

This evouing a largo crowd of unemployed 
nieu gathered at Eighteenth and Market 
streets to exchange ideas on the question of 
food and shelter. Tho police broke tho 
meeting up. But Larimer street is thronged 
for blocks with people, many being merely 
Curiosity Bockors, waiting for something un- 
usual to occur. At. midnight the streets 
were deserted and all quiet. C. F. BrennaD, 
who led the lynching mob last night, has 
been arrested. Several old soldiers eay ho 
is not a Urand Army man. 

FIRE AT SEA. 

The British Sliip " Cedar Bank " Fights the 
Flames for Thirty-Six Pays. 

San Francisco, July 27.— A thirty-six 
day battle u ith Humes was ended to night 
hy tho arrival of iho British ship Cedar 
B nk from Newcastle, Now South Wales. 
The vessel started on March laden with 
coal, and had a fair voyage until June 20, 
when the cargo was discovered to bo on fire. 
Prompt t Hurts to extinguish the llan.es 
proved unavailing, and it was decided to 
jettison part of the c irgo. Two hundred 
und sixty tons were thrown overboard, and 
then, owing to the extreme hi at of the hold 
und the great difficulty in handling tho 
burning coal, it was necessary to deBist. 
Large Quantities of water were thrown into 
the hold, tho pumps part of tho time being 
kept, going day and night, On July 16 two 
explosions occurred, and tho flames burst 
out and ran all over tho hold, but the 
hatches wero kept battened down as much 
up possible. The crew was obliged on ac- 
count of the heat to abandon the quartera 
in tho forecastle and go aft. The boats 
were provisioned and towed UBlern for an 
emergency. One day another vessel hove 
ia Bight, hut passed without seeing tho 
Cedar Bank's signal of distress. The firo 
continued to make headway, and the decks, 
Bides, ventilators and all parts of tho vessel 
became much heated, and smoke poured 
from the hatches und other crevices, Port 
was finally made in safety, and the vessel 
will be beached and her cargo flooded. 

The ship has been beached and the fire is 
nut. All lust night tho tugs Fearless and 
Vigilant, with the fire boat Governor Mark- 
ham, pumped wuter into her, and now she 
it completely flooded. Aa snon as all dan- 
ger of tho coal catching fire ugain has passed, 
tne water will be pumped out and the ves- 
sel docked. Experts state that the hull is 
not damaged to ary extent end a few cnats 
of paint will make the vessel as good as new.

A BY-LAW. 

No. 200. 

RATES AND TAXES BY-LAW, 1893. 



THE Municipal Council of tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria enacts aa follows:— 

Sec. 1. There in hereby settled. Imposed and 
levied, and thoro shtll be raised and collected 
an equal rate of thi'teen mills on the dollar 
upon all land upon the assessment roll for tlio 
year lt03 o' the Corporation if llu City of 
Victoria, at its assessed value thereon. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby settled, Imposed and 
levied, and t hero ah ill bo raigt-ti aud ■ ollpc ted 
an equal rato of twelve mi la on the dollar upon 
all improvements unon tho assessment roll for 
tho year i-ffi 7 . of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria, at their assessed value thoroon. 

See. 3 For the purpose of raising money to 
creato a fund to d fray expenses connected 
With tho Hoard of Ilea th, all la.d in tho City 
of Victoria Is hereby as-csied at its value as 
assessed upon tho assessment roll of tho said 
Corporation for the yoar 1S93. and for tho liko 
purposo thero i-hall bo levied a d collected 
thoreon a special rato of six mills on tho 
dollar. 

Sec. i. Tlio aforesaid ratos and taxes shall 
bo duo and payablo to tho Collector of tho said 
Corporation at hlioflli-e at tho City liali, Vic- 
toria, on tho thirtieth day of August, A D. 1893, 
and all persona who p,.y tho aforeeald rates 
or ttuos on or before tho thirty-first day of 
Octobor, A.n , 1893, shall b i entitled to a dis- 
count or rouuetion of one-sixth of tho amount 
thereof. 

Sec. "). Tho rates and taxes on land or on im. 
provemonts which aro unpaid on tho 3iat day 
of llecombor, A. D 1833 shall boar interoat 
therefrom until paid in full, at tho rate of seven 
per centum p, r annum thereon. 

See. (J. Tho terms "hmd" or 'improvements," 
as used in this by law, sha.l have tho mi aning 
set forth in sec inn two of tho Municipal Act, 
1S92, aa amended in tho Municipal Act Amend- 
ment Act, U93. 

Sec. '/. * ny hy law or by-laws containing any 
provision or provisions which may bo or which 
are inconsistent with or re,.ue;niint t a the pro- 
visions ot this by law is, nnd aro hereby repeal- 
ed, in so far only in tho Same aro so inconsist- 
ent or repugnant, but not oiherwiso, sj as that 
full force and effect shall bo given to tho pro- 
visions of this by-law.

To Authorize the Sale of Lands within 
the City of Victoria upon which 
Taxes have been due and in ar- 
renr for two years. 



WHEREAS it is oxpodiont that all lands or 
improvements or real property within 
the limits of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria upon which municipal taxes havo 
been duo and in nrrcar for two years shall bo 
sold nnd tho proceeds nppliod in tho reduction 
nf such taxes : 

Bo it thcroforo enacted by tho Municipal 
"■ouncil of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as folio vvs: 

1. Tho Collector of tho Municipal Council of 
tho Corpontion of tho City of Victoria ia here- 
by authorized and diicctod whensoever taxoa 
on anv land or improvements or real property 
havo been duo lor two years precjdlng tho cur- 
rent year to submit to tho Mayor of 'ho City 
nf Victoiiaa list, in duulica o. of nil 'ho lands 
or Improvements or n a) propei ty llabln, under 
tho provla ona nf this by-law, to bo sold for 
taxes, with tho am unt at arrears against oaoh 
lot BOt oopoaito to tiio samo, and the Mayor 
ahnll authenticate such list hy affixing thereto 
i ho seal of ti o Corporation a* d bis signature, 
and ono of such lista Bhall ho deposited with 
tho < 'lurk of tho Corporation and tho other 
ahull bo returned to the Oollo.-.for with a war- 
rant thereto annexed under the hand of tho 
Mayor and tho seal of iho orporatlon com- 
manding him to levy upon tho land or Im- 
provements or real property for the arrears 
duo thereon with his co ts. 

2. It shall not bo tho duty of the collector to 
m .ke enquiry before eff otlng a sale of lands 
or Improvements Or real property for taxoa to 
ascertain whether or no' there is nny distress 
upon t he land, nor shah he bo hound to enquire 
into or form any opinion of thovaluo of tho 
tho land or improvements or real pioporty. 

3. Tho Collector shall prcpnro a copy of tho 
list of lands or improvements or real prop- 
erly to bo sold and shall include therein in a 
separato column, a statement of tho proportion 
of costs chargeable on each lot for advertising 
and for thocomm"sioue authorized by this by- 
law. to bo paid to him. and shall catiBO a copy of 
such Hat to bo printed for a period of ono 
month pr- coding tho dato of such Intended 
s do in Bomo newspaper published in tho City 
of Victo. ia. 

I. Tho ad vortisoment shall con*aln a notifica- 
tion that unless tho arrears and costs aio sooner 
paid ho will proceed to aoll tho lands or im- 
provements or roil property for tho tnxos on a 
day, n time, and at a placo named in tlio adver- 
tisement. 

5. Tho Collector shall nt least two months be- 
fore tho tlmo of salo also deliver to or deposit 
tho post ofllco to tho address of tho owner of 
such property winch iB to bo sol i for taxes as 
aforcsai , or to tho agont of such owner, a 
notico In writing of tho amount i f taxes duo, 
a, d that tho property Is to be sold for arrears 
so duo, and in easo tho addroaa of the owner or 
agent is unknown a notico to tho samo effect 
shall bo posted upon tho land intondod to bo 
sold and also at least two months beforo tho 
timo of salo post a notico sii ilar to the above 
advertiflfluv nt in Homo convenient and public 
places, that is to say, at tho Council Chambers, 
Victoria, and in tho Post Olllco Building, Vic- 
toria. 

C. Tho day of salo shall be tho thirty-third 
day afttr the first publication inanowspapor 
of such list, exclusive of the day of such publi- 
cation, except in caso the said ' hirtythlrd day 
shall fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which caso 
such sale shall tako place on tho following day 
at tho Council Chambers in tho City of Vic- 
toria, and shall begin at twelve o'clock noon. 

7. If at nny timo appointed for tho salo of tho 
land- or Improvements or real property no bid- 
ders appear tho Collector may adjourn the salo 
from time to timo. 

8. If tho taxes havo not been previously col 
looted, or if no one appears to pay tho same at 
tho timo end placo appointed for thos.lo. tho 
Collector shall aoll at public auction so much 
of the land or improvements or real property 
as may bo aulllclent to discharge tho taxes and 
all lawful chorgcM incurred It and ah ut tho 
salo ai d tho collection of tho taxes, Belling in 
prefcrenco such part as ho may consider boat 
for tho ownor to sell drat, and in ollering such 
lands or improvements or real property for sale 
It shall not be necessary to dee iho particu- 
laily tho portion of tho lot or section which 
ahull be sold, bur it will bo suill^ient to say- 
that ho will sell si mu h of tho lot or Bcction aa 
Bhall bo necessary to secure tho payment of tho 
taxes duo. and the amount of taxes stitod in 
tho a r ' verlis ment shall in all cades bs prima 
facie evidence of tho correct amount duo. 

9. If tho Collector faila at such salo to sell 
such land or improvements or real property for 
tho full amount of arrears of tho taxes due he 
shall at BUCh salo ndjourn tho samo until a day 
bo publicly named by him, not earlier than one 
week nor later than threo months thereafter, 
of which adjourned salo he ahull give not.ee by 
advertisement in the nowspaoer in which tho 
original notico was advert isorl, mil on such 
day ho bhall sell such lands or improvements 
or real property for any sum ho can reali/.o, 
and shall accept. su"h sum as full payment for 
BUOfl arrears of taxes. 

10. If tho purchaser of nny property or parool 
of land falls immediately to pay tlio Collector 
tho amount of the purchase money, tho Col- 
lector shall forthwith again put up tho prop- 
porty forstilo. 

II. Immediately aftor every salo tho Collec- 
tor shall return a list of tho arrears entitled by 
audi Ealo to tho Clerk of tho Corporation, and 
shall at tho samo timo pay In tho proceeds to 
the Treasurer of tho said Corporation. 

12. The Collector shall be entitled to five per 
con turn commisi ion upon tho sums collected by 
him as aforesaid. 

13. This 1» -law may bo rited for all purposes 
as "riie Victoria Real Estate Tax Salo By- 
law, 1893."
